The territory embraced in the pro­ 
posed new district Is approxim ately 
a ten-m ile zone, being five m iles on 
each side of the original Meridian 
highway thru the county from east 
to west. 
The am ount of bonds asked 
for is $550.,000 and are not to run 
longer than thirty years and bear five 
per cent interest. 
It is conservatively 
estim ated that the tax rate necessary 
to pay the interest and provide a 
sinking fund for these bonds will be 
one dollar less on the one hundred 
dollar valuation of property. 
Should this bond issue carry this 
would insure a paved and gravel road 
from W ichita Falls into Fort W orth, 
with the exception of a bad strip of 
road in W ise county.

GOVERNOR FAVORS 
BETTER HIGHWAYS 


“ W ith railroad transportation in­ 
adequate to m eet present demands, 
and with agriculture, stock raising, 
industrial development, and economic 
conditions generally dem anding more 
efficient tran sp ortatio n facilities, all 
th ou gh tful m inds oi our state are 
agreed th a t a better and m ore com­ 
prehensive system of highways must 
be constructed 
and 
m ain ted ,” de 
d a r e d G overnor Neff recently. 
"T he 
, only question now arising is as to the 
best plan for a perm anent construc­ 
tion of proper m aintenance.” 
H e pointed out that up to the pres­ 
ent tim e our rem ote Plan of road 
construction has been based, to a 
large extent, upon the idea that all 
roads are county roads and that their 


building and m aintenance devolves 
upon the com m issioners’ courts of 
the respective counties. 
U nder this 
system 
and this plan of highway 
building over a hundred million dol­ 
lars worth of county highway bonds 
have been voted by the different 
counties of Texas and approxim ately 
tw enty-eighf hundred miles of good 
roads have been built, with an ad ­ 
ditional eighteen hundred miles of 
ro^ds now under construction. 
In addition, over twelve hundred 
bridges, m any of them or large size, 
have been built and many dangerous 
railroad g rade crossings have been 
eliminated. 
A very serious objection 
to the m ethod of road building is 
th a t the counties, after burdening 
them selves with large bond issues to 
take care of the original cost of con­ 
struction of roads 
find them selves 
unable to provide sufficient funds for 
their proper m aintenance. 
In order 
to provide a system of highw ays th a t 
will connect all of o ur rural com m un­ 
ities with th e ir respective tra d e cen­ 
ters. he said “ we m ust get our minds 
definitely fixed on a great system of 
highways which is infinitely m ore 
than mt re public reads.” 
In his opinion cardinal state high­ 
ways m ust be built for the use of all 
people of o ur state and our neigh­ 
boring states. 
They m ust be built 
u nder the supervision and direction 
of o u r state highw ay departm ent ana 
the expenses of building m ust be 
borne by o u r state w ith w hatever 
financial aid the national govern­ 
m ent may see fit to give. 
Texas has one hundred and eighty 
thousand miles of public roads. 
Of 
this only eighteen thousand, or ten 
per cent, 
are designated as state 
highways. 
Texas 
leads 
all 
other 
states in highw ay building, in the 
am ou nt of federal aid received for 
roads, and in the am ount of work 
un der construction. 
Texas has tor 
road building the largest federal ap­ 
propriation of any state in the union, 
am ounting to approxim ately thirty- 
two million dollars. 
This exceeds the 
allotm ent to any oth er state by more 
than twelve million dollars. 
U nder the requirem ents of the fed­ 
eral highw ay act, exclusive authority 
in construction and m aintenace of 
the state system of highw ays must 
he vested in the sta te if it is to con­ 
tinue to share in the apportionm ent 
of federal funds, and Texas has until 
November, 1926, to comply w ith this 
particu lar provision of the federal 
act. 
U nder our present plan, this 
au tho rity is vested in the various 
counties and should one of the coun­ 
ties which has constructed federal 
aid roads fail to m aintain them , the 
entire state would be cut off from 
federal aid.

HINTS 


REDUCE EXTENT OF DISEASE 


T h at culling the poultry flock to 
get rid of all those birds except the 
vigorous, prolific layers results in 
noticeable im p le m e n t in the pro- 
ge» y is fc.nown by recent inv-;3r'k i­ 
ttens a t the United Stales experim ent 
farm a t Beltsville, Maryland. 
The 
late m oulters selected from a flock 
of one hundred Rhode Island Reds 
in the fall of 1920 laid seven m ore 
eggs per bird during their second 
year than the original flock of pul­ 
lets. 
Tney were used as breeders 
tho following spring, and the first 
led 
pullets to commence laying in 
the fail of 1921 were found to be 
tilt offspring of these late-m oulting 
hens. 
Their pullets in a period of 
scud 
months have already averaged 
about two dozen eggs per bird more 
than th e orginal flock. 
B u t it is not alone in num ber of 
eggs th a t the late m oulters progeny 
excel, but also in the value of the 
product, as the distribution was more 
even, a much large proportion .of the 
eggs being laid during ihe w inter j 
months. 
In the last seven months 
the daughters of the late m oulters 
not only averaged two dozen eggs 
per bird more than the original flock 
but the value of their product was, 
figuring at the same price, about 
$1.04 per bird more during the same 
period. 
It is expected this margin 
will increase in the next five months. 


Testing Cattle for Tuberculosis and 
Cleaning Up Infected Herds 
Having Effect. 


(P rep ared by th e U nited Staten D epartm ent 
of A g ricu ltu re.) 
That testing cattle for tuberculosis 
and the cleaning up of infected herds 
are having a permanent effect in re­ 
ducing the extent of the disease Is 
shown conclusively by figures recently 
collected by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture from Inspectors 
In charge of the eradication work In 
various parts of the country. 
Tile In­ 
spectors were asked to supply figures 
on the results of three or more tests 
on badly diseased herds, those that 
had not fess than IO per cent of re­ 
actors on the first test. 
The first test 
on more than 58,000 cattle in these 
bad herds showed that 26 per cent 
had 
tuberculosis* 
Another test six 
months later on the same herds, from 
which the reactors had been removed, 
showed only 6.9 per cent of the dis­ 
ease. 
By another six months the per­ 
centage had gone down to 2.8. 
A 
fourth test on more than 25,000 of 
these cattle showed only 1.8 per cent 
of tuberculosis. 
The reports from which these fig­ 
ures were taken show that under nor­ 
mal conditions herds very badly dis­ 
eased may be established as relative­ 
ly free in a short time. 
They also 
show that eradication work can be 
carried on without destroying the cat­ 
tle industry as is sometimes thought. 
Erratic results were obtained on a 
very few of the 1882 herds tested, the 
list of this class containing less than 
IOO.

COWS REQUIRE MUCH WATER 


It Should Be 20 Degrees Above Freez­ 
ing Point and Same Temperature 
Every Day. 


During the winter, when cows are 
stabled the greater [nm of the time, 
they should be watered two or three 
times a day, say specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, unless arrangements have been 
made to keep water before them at r,| 
times. 
The water should^ if possible, 
be 15 der 
or 20 degrees above the 
freezing point, and should be supplied 
at practically tile same temperature 
e\ery day. 
When water well above 
freezing temperature Is stored in tanks 
and piped directly to the cow, there 
is probably little occasion for facili­ 
ties to warm It. 
When It stands in 
a tank on which ice often forms, it 
usually pays well to warm it slightly. 
Tills can be done by a tank heater,. 
by live steam, or by hot water from a 
boller, 
lf a boiler is used for run­ 
ning a separator or for heating water 
to wash and sterilize utensils, steam 
from It can readily and cheaply be 
used to warm the water. 


CREAMERY TAKES SAFE MILK 


Vermont Association Accepts Product 
Only From Herds That Have 
Been Tested. 


Increasing interest in the tuberculin 
testing of cattle is evident from re­ 
ports received by the United States 
Department of Agriculture from many 
parts of the country. 
This tendency 
applies not only to milk used directly, 
but to manufactured dulry products. 
A co-operative creamery association 
at Barre, Vt., accepts milk and cream 
only from herds that have been tuber­ 
culin tested under federal and state 
supervision. 
The products of the associations 
dairy 
plant are butter, cheese, 
ice 
cream, milk and cream, the products 
being 
sold both wholesale and 
re­ 
tail. 
Specialists in 
the bureau 
of 
animal industry regard the increasing 
interest in tuberculosis eradication as 
an important development in the dairy 
manufacturing industry.

(Historical Orchard Is Located Near 


1 Little Town of Manzano in New 
i Mexico-—Natives Say That Tradition 
; Gives Age at From 250 to 400 Year* 
—Age of Trees Recently Scientifl- 
t cady Determined by Experts of Unit* 
I ed States Forest Service. 


i An apple orchard more than a cen­ 
tury old that has flourished under 
three governments and fed men of 
(three races and still bears, is one of 
the latest discoveries in the southwest, 
fnade recently by officers of the United 
States forest service, says the Chi­ 
cago Daily News. 
That Is, the orchard has been known 
^or a long time, but the age of the 
Jtrees was only scientifically deter­ 
mined last summer. Until experts had 
tu t down one of the trees and count- 
fed the rings, no one who knew any­ 
thing about apple trees would believe 
that the orchard had stood for a cen­ 
tury. 
Now they know that some of 
fthe smallest trees have lived that long, 
find it seems logically certain that 
pome of the larger ones must have 
lived a great deal longer. 
Further­ 
more, many of the trees now standing 
An 
ibis venerable orchard look as 
though 
they had grown from 
the 
plumps or roots or a former genera­ 
te »n of apple trees which had fallen 
(or been cut down. The natives living 
^hereabouts say that tradition gives 
th e age of the orchard at from 250 to 
pi*) years. 
It seems possible that In 
t' sense they are right.

ls, n to believe that the ancestors, at 
least, of the present trees w*ore plant- 
(P ‘ in the Seventeenth century. 
; ’ib is historical orchard is located 
I ear the little town of Manzano on

IManzuno is the Spanish word for ap­ 
lite. 
Both the mountain range and 
town have taken their names from tfie 
ancient 
trees. 
The 
priest

(church at Manzano, who Is n sort of 
(custodian of the orchard, tells Inquir­ 
ers that the trees have been growing 
there for 250 years, according to the 
tradition which has been handed down 
lf rom padre to padre through the gen­ 
erations. 
The oldest native Inhabi­ 
tan ts of the little town believe that 
the orchard lins been there for 400 
years. 
That date is Improbable, for 
the Spanish exploration of the south­ 
west hurl scarcely begun so long ago, 
find apple trees were certainly brought 
fo America by Europeans. 
P>?!ics of Heroic Age. 
1 But the priest, when he claims that 
tile orchard is more than two cen­ 
turies old, has strong historical evi­ 
dence on his slue. 
For these trees al­ 
most certainly are relics of that he­ 
roic age in the history of the south­ 
west when Spanish priests and sol­ 
diers were there engag* d in subdu­ 
ing a great wilderness of savages for 
the king of Spain and the church of 
Rome. 
At every one of the pueblo 
^villages which dot this region the 
Spaniards built great churches of stone 
prod left a few priests to tench those 
Ravages the fear of God and also the 
a ltu re 
of crops and 
herds. 
The 
Pueblos were already farmers, rais- 
lg corn and cotton and melons, but 
they had no domestic animals and 
po fruit trees. 
The padres, armed with nothing hut 
(the cross, took their stand in a hostile 
Wilderness as the prophets of religion 
And civilization. 
In some instances 
tjiey were murdered by the Indians 
{bf their own flocks. 
More often they 
(Succeeded In winning the friendship 
(pf the Pueblos, only to he overwhelmed 
by the wild tribes of the Navajos and 
(Apaches which waged an incessant 
^warfare upon both the Pueblo Indi­ 
ans and the Spaniards. 
In some In­ 
stances these brave Franciscan friars 
{triumphed over all difficulties and dan­ 
cers. 
Some of the ancient mission 
(churches still stand and are still In 
pse. 
Many of the greatest ones are 
In ruins. 
Now one of the<e ancient ruined 
(churches stands not far from the an­ 
cient Manzano orchard, and a good 
ideal is known of its history. 
In the 
(Seventeenth eentury a large Indian 
pueblo known as Quaral, stood at this 
(spot, and it is recorded that the Fran­ 
ciscan fathers built this mi--mn church 
(of Quaral In the year 1029. 
It Is m'so 
Renown that in 1075 It was abandoned 
(for the reason that the Navajos had 
jrepe.'itedlv raided it. killed priests and 
{friendly Indians and destroyed crops. 
i t was an outpost of civilization which 
(Could not stand against the savages. 
Heap of Stone Left.

(Btone, and a few massive wads that

Naturally much legend clings about 
the old trees, but a scientific Investiga­ 
tion of them had never been under­ 
taken until last summer. It was initi­ 
ated by a discussion between several 
government men as to how long apple 
trees live. 
A ^lant pathologist con­ 
nected with the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture was especially eager to know 
this, as it would shed light upon a 
certain phase of his work. 
He said 
that the oldest apple tree of which 
he had been able to find any record 
was in an Oregon orchard and that it 
was somewhere between fifty and six­ 
ty years old. 
A forest service man 
told him of this apple orchard that 
had stood for centuries, according to 
legend. 
He pooh-poohed the legend. 
The discussion ended by the two men 
climbing into a car and driving 50 
miles across the mountains to the towm 
of Manzano. 
Trees Still Productive. 
They found that the old orchard 
stood In an arroyo or dry w ater course. 
No one seemed to care for It. 
It got 
no water In that land of perpetual 
drought except what came down the 
arroyo when It rained. The trees were 
badly in need of pruning, all of them 
containing dead limbs, but they still 
had vitality enough to produce a crop 
of apples, which were very small, but 
sweet and well flavored. 
Like many another historical monu­ 
ment in the southwest, the old orchard 
was rapidly perishing of neglect. With 
proper care the old trees might live 
for a long time yet, and they have 
great value both as historical relics 
and as scientific specimens. 
The priest at the Manzano church 
was glad to tell all th at he knew 
about the trees. 
Ile was exceedingly 
proud of them 
relics ct the heroic 
past of his order, but he had neither 
the time nor the means to care for 
them. 
One of the sm aller trees had 
recently died, and he gave the scien­ 
tists permission to cut It down In or­ 
der that they might count the rings of 
annual growth by which the age of 
any tree may he accurately determined. 
They counted at least 8(1 rings, In the 
sound part of the tree, the rest of them 
having been obliterated by heart rot, 
hut they felt sure the total was not 
less than a hundred. 
And this tree 
was one of the smallest, some of the 
larger ones being nearly SO Inches In 
diameter. The scientists have marked 
one of the largest trope which sppms 
to he rapidly dying, as the next sub­ 
ject for their Investigations. 
The Investigation or ties larger tree 
may bring forth proof that here—and 
probably no where else In the world— 
apple trees have stood for two cen­ 
turies or more. 
W hat is the secret 
of this longevity? 
Did the old Span­ 
ish fathers perhaps have some kind 
of tree that would live longer titan any 
known to modern science? The boost­ 
ers with which New Mexico swamis 
will tell you that the explanation Is 
easy—it Is simply the wonderful cli­ 
mate of the country, in which the 
sick get well, the well get better, and 
apple trees live forever. 


WHISTLE IS BIRD’S DEFENSE 


Homing 
Pigeons Protected 
by This 
Means From the Attacks of 
Their Natural Enemies. 


“The reliability of the homing pigeon 
over radio, telephone, telegraph or any 
other known means of message trans­ 
portation, for short distance has been 
demonstrated,” 
said 
Roy 
Delhauer, 
United States pigeon expert, in a lec­ 
ture lo members of the second bat­ 
talion, Fourth field artillery, regarding 
the handling of homing pigeons at Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, recently. 
That organization, while on a hike of 
500 miles, wms supplied with birds, and 
part of the day’s program was to send 
messages from the battalion head­ 
quarters at San Antonio. 
Mr. Delhauer has recently adopted 
a bamboo whistle that may be attached 
to the pigeon’s tail as a protection 
against the attack of hawks while In 
the air. The whistle Is very light and 
makes a shrill noise, thus frightening 
off any bird of prey that wanders too 
near the message bird. 
In Panama it Is said that such a 
whistle is a necessity on account of 
the prevalence of pigeon hawks. It Is 
an invention of the Chinese. Mr. Del­ 
hauer said that In China It is not an 
uncommon thing for the natives to re­ 
lease whole flocks of pigeons and other 
birds, each with a whistle tied to Its 
tail. 
As the birds fly about the great 
number of whistles produce aerial 
music. 
Five hundred dollars is not consid­ 
ered nn exorbitant price to pay for a 
pair of well-trained homing pigeons. 
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TREES NOT DAMAGED BY WIRE 


Belief Long Held Has Been Disproved 
by Experiments Made by Univer­ 
sity of Washington Expert. 


In 1918 George B. RIgg of the Uni­ 
versity of Washington heard It stated 
that shade trees were being killed by 
driving one or two pieces of copper 
wire into each. He recently proceeded 
to put this to the test and announces 
his result In Science. Six young trees, 
he writes, from two to four Inches In 
diameter were selected, and on March 
21, 1919, there were driven Into each 
tree five pieces of thick copper wire 
1.5 Inches long. Tho end of each wire 
was left flush with the outer surface 
of bark. 
All wires were within six 
feet of the base of the tree. 
The 
tree«» comprised two hemlocks, two 
alders, one ceder, one willow. 
On July 8, 1922. the trees were ex­ 
amined and found to he perfectly 
healthy. 
In all cases they had com­ 
pletely healed over the wires, and 
their growth was equal to that of 
other similar trees in the immediate 
vicinity. 
On cutting Into the trees it 
was found that there was very little 
Injury to the wood merely a brown 
color showing for about 1.5 Inches 
above and below’ the wire, aud about 
0.25 Inch to each side.

French Nation Is Rapidly Harnessing 
Power cf Rivers. 
The work of harnessing the watpr 
power of France is making rapid 
progress. 
France is supposed to have 9,000.000 
horse natural water power. 
Five hun­ 
dred thousand horsepower hR<l been 
put 
to 
use 
before 
the 
w ar; 
an 
equal 
amount 
was 
Installed 
dur­ 
ing 
hostilities; 
300,000 
have 
been 
added since the armistice, and 200.000 
more soon will he in use, making a 
total of 1.500,000, equal to half the 
total stationary steam power used In 
France In 1913. 
Plans of the public works depart­ 
ment provide for the utilization of ap­ 
proximately 
4,000,000 
horsepower 
within five years. The realization of 
this 
project 
will 
not 
only 
make 
France Independent of foreign mar­ 
kets for coal, but will go a long way 
toward making good the big deficits In 
the operation of 
French 
railroads, 
which 
will largely 
substitute elec­ 
tricity for coal when the current Is 
available. The French railroads paid 
184.000.000 francs for coal 
In 1913. 
they 
paid 
2,145,000.000 
francs 
for 
about the same quantity of coal In 
1920; the difference of approximately 
2.000.000.000 francs was just about 
equal to the deficit for 1920. 
The biggest IndBidual job of tills 
kind, the damming of t tie river Phone 
at Genissiat, near the Swiss frontier, 
to furnish an average of 750,000 lior-e- 
power at all seas* ns, is temporarily 
held up, pending an 
agreement be­ 
tween the state, Die department of 
Savoie anti the communes interested. 
oth er work is continuing regularly, 
however, all along the Fren Ii Alps, 
and this in spite of the high costs, 
reckoned 
by

New Ship Roaster. 
Part of the electrical cooking appa­ 
ratus in a new British ship consists of 
a cylindrical roaster, in which joints 
and fowls may be hung, and subjected 
to a grilling heat applied to the meat 
from all sides at once. 
This is a step forward of any pre­ 
viously devised roasting apparatus, al­ 
though it borrows its principle from the 
olden days when a piece of meat was 
hung on a spit and turned slowly 
around before live coals. 
Never has 
there been devised a process of cook­ 
ing meat which resulted in such deli­ 
ciousness of flavor as this form of 
roasting; hut It was messy, smoky and 
very troublesome. 
coals had to be Just rig h t; there 
must be no wood or coal under com­ 
bustion on the fire to taint the meat 
with smoke; there must be sufficient 
of the coals to maintain heat during 
the time required foi cooking the meat. 
This was a complicated process, in­ 
volving considerable skill and dose at­ 
tention.

The dairy cow is a. liig ll-geared 
machine, and will not run in low 
gear profitably. 
As a general piop- 
osilion, every dairy animal should 
I.ave all of the feed of some kind, 
th at it vs ill consume t ach day. 
How 
I inch of the animal's time you eau 
afford to have it spend in gathering 
this food from scant pastures 
de-, 
pends partly on 
t h e value of ti e 
products produced, and partly on tho 
cost of feeds from the barn. 
Dairy cows should receive rough- 
age in proportion to their live 
An ideal roughage ration should con­ 
sist of one pound of hay and thiee, 
pounds of good silage pet day, 
each one hundred pounds live weight. : 
Mixed hay is best but at least a pail; 
of it should be some kind ot resum e, 
either alfalfa, cowpeas, P

clover. Good green pastures can take

W here neither is available, iuciease 
the hay to two or three pounds per 
day per hundred pounds live weight. 
Cows should have grain feed or 
concentrates in proportion to the;

Since cotton seed meal is 
nearly one-half protein, however only 
one pound of cotton seed meal to 
four to six pounds of other common 
concentrates is necessary to furnish

AIR PLANES PLANT 
FIGS ON MOUNTAIN 


A new use for airplanes— dropping 
seed in spots otherwise inaccessible 
to man— has been found by army 
officials in Hawaii and is being car­ 
ried out in co-operation with the 
Hawaiian Sager Planters’ Associa­ 
tion in an attem pt to reforest a series 
of steep ridges and gorges which 
form one of the island’s watersheds. 
On days when atmospheric condi­ 
tions are favorable the planes fly j 
back and forth over the ridges and 
valleys forming the Koolau moun- j 
tains, dropping the seeds of fig trees, '■ 
which have been found ideal for re ­ 
tarding th e flow of water resulting 
from heavy rains. 
All previous efforts to reforest the 
Koolau mountains had failed. 
They 
form the watershed which supplies 
much of the plantation irrigation and 
domestic water used on the island, 
as well as S hofield barracks, the 
large military reservation.

The method of making Swiss cheese 
with purified and controlled bacterial 
cultures, developed by the dairy di­ 
vision of the United Slates Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has now passed 
definitely Into the commercial stage. 
This new process w as worked out in 
the dairy laboratories, given thorough 
trials In the experimental cheese fac­ 
tory operated by the dairy division at 
Grove City, Pa., and is now being used 
by a number of commercial factories 
in various parts of the country. 
The results obtained by two Ohio 
factories indicate 
that 
It will be 
worth while for those interested in 
the manufacture of Swiss cheese to 
adopt the method and give It t fair 
trial. 
For the cheese made In June 
of this year one of these factories 
received a straight 
price of WH 
cents a pound; the other factory. 80 
cents. 
At the same time other fac­ 
tories In this area received from 20 
to 22 cents. 
Only one of them suc­ 
ceeded In selling for as high as 25 
cents. 
For the July product, on# of 
the factories received 36 cents for 
fancies and No. I and 27 cents for No. 
2. 
The old-system factories received 
the same price as for June cheese. 
The principal 
reason the buyers 
were willing to pay this margin over 
the general run of cheese made In 
the locality was that the percentage 
of high-grade cheese had been greatly 
Increased.
